Before she ever saw the body,

U. S. army engineers began the 
first drillings on sites of Orange 
county’s eight dams today. 

Drilling rigs were operating on 
the Brea and Fullerton dam sites. 
Two rigs were working on each 
site. Other rigs will start to work 
on other sites in the near future. 

The drillings are being made to 
determine the best exact location 
for the big dams which will be 
constructed for Orange county. 
The army engineers recently let 
contracts for about $90,000 to take 
care of the core drillings. 

The government will spend $12,- 
748,000 in construction of the eight 
dams. Orange county’s share of 
the cost will be $2,500,000. 


WASHINGTON.—The federal 
reserve board, apparently seeking 
to stem the tide of stock market 
selling, has issued regulations 
which in effect will make it easier 
to buy securities than to sell 
them. 

The new rules, effective Mon¬ 
day, will cut from 55 to 40 per 
cent the amount of cash which 
traders must put up for the pur¬ 
chase of stocks and will require a 
50 per cent margin on short sales.

A correspondent who evidently failed to comprehend the full 
import of my remarks in regard to the matter of the notable eco¬ 
nomic work, "Ferdinand,” raises the issue that there may have been 
many bulls in the volume rather than the one to which I alluded in 
an earlier discussion. 

The point is in line with the obvious contention that there is only 
one uniformly just basis for levying a tax on incomes. In the event 
that the volume had referred to just one bull, the bull conceivably 

. <s>could be considered taxable on the 

grounds that it may be in the na¬ 
ture of idle capita] which tends to 
consume the good things of life, 
such as hay, alfalfa, breakfast 
food, and other commodities that 
have economic value and wealth. 

The correspondent’s implication 
that there may be several bulls, 
however, brings to mind the pos¬ 
sibility that the original bull prob¬ 
ably has more direct economic 
wealth, and hence could command 
a greater price in competitive bid¬ 
ding, because it ostensibly was 
working in the interests of hu¬ 
manity by producing other bulls, 
which in a very real sense are 
themselves comforts that may well 
be shared. 

Bentham and Adam Smith in 
their day, may have taken excep¬ 
tion to this stand, that is, to the 
stand that bulls are useful, pro¬ 
ductive commodities, but either or 
perhaps both of these eminent 
economists undoubtedly would 
have tempered their position had 
they taken the bull by the tail 
and considered the problem of 
justice in regard to the taxing of 
incomes, whether they be of pro¬ 
ductive or static nature. 

Income taxation as a fallacious 
economic principle, furthermore, 
has more seriously threatened to 
curtail the standards of living 
since Bentham and Adam Smith 
completed their studies, much in 
the same manner as bull has be¬ 
come a more salable commodity, 
priced on the open market at 3 
cents a sheet.

World Series Hero 
Acquired in Deal 
Closed at Chicago 

CHICAGO. CPI — Tony Lazzeri, 
for 12 years star second baseman 
for the New York Yankees, was 
signed today by Owner Phil K. 
Wrigley of the Chicago Cubs as 
player and coach for 1938. 

The deal was closed at a one- 
hour conference with Wrigley. 
Lazzeri came from his home in 
San Francisco for the meeting. 

Lazzeri, who became the Yanks’ 
regular second baseman in 1926, 
has played in six World Series. 

Wrigley arranged with the 
Yankee management for the sec¬ 
ond sacker’s release after the last 
World Series, saying he felt an 
ambitious player of the Lazzeri 
type could be fitted into the Cub 
organization. Earlier Wrigley 
made it clear Charlie Grimm 
would continue as the Cub pilot. 

Lazzeri, now 34 years old, broke 
into organized baseball in 1922 
with salt Lake of the Pacific 
Coast league, later moving to 
Peoria of the Three Eye League 
and Lincoln of the Western. After 
two more seasons with Salt Lake 
he went to the Yanks in a deal for 
cash and players.

Orange county folks are well above the gutter-line, but 
they haven’t exactly gone high-toned in their magazine read¬ 
ing tastes, a checkup reveals. 


Documents Perused by 
Officials Privately 

Even with winter coming on, 
you can't say the supervisors want 
to keep the heat on themselves. By 
a snug maneuver, the board today 
was keeping relatively calm, cool 
and uncriticized—publicly. 

Their salary ■ ordinance has 
brought long and loud reverbera¬ 
tions from employes and depart¬ 
ment heads who don’t like the 
way their pay was revised. Let¬ 
ters have been written to that 
effect, despite Supervisor Harry 
Riley's answer to one employe 
that if she wrote a letter to him 
he would "throw it in the waste¬ 
basket.” 

NOT PUBLIC RECORDS 

The letters, although addressed 
to the board of supervisors, never 
reach the light of public scrutiny, 
by a clever bit of supervisorial 
sidestepping. 

Instead of being read by the 
clerk, the letters are handed 
around the supervisors’ table, at 
their direction. Each supervisor 
reads the letter for himself, then 
passes it back for filing. Unless 
the letters are read by the clerk, 
they fail to become public 
records. 

That was the case this week 
with three letters. One was from 
Presiding Superior Judge H. G. 
Ames, with whom the supervisors 
tangled once before on the co¬ 
ordinating council director’s post. 

LETTER WAITS 

That letter was mentioned 
briefly just before closing time 
Tuesday noon. 

“Maybe that had better wait," 
said one supervisor. 

It did wait, and was not read 
aloud. Queried by reporters, Judge 
Ames said he had written the 
letter recommending changes in 
the revised salaries for the proba¬ 
tion department, where there was 
one cut, one raise and one salary 
unchanged among the three princi¬ 
pal workers. He pointed out that 
Probation Officer Nora Allen’s 
salary had been cut from $250 to 
$200 during the depression, and 
that it had not been raised when 
the others were, although her de¬ 
partment’s work is greatly in¬ 
creased. 

NEVER SAW LIGHT 

Along with that letter, which 
never saw the light, were epistles 
from the three technicians at the 
police radio station, KGHX, and 
from Marian J. Hill, auditor's 
office deputy who has been classi¬ 
fied as "bookkeeping machine 
operator,” it was learned through 
a check of county offices. 

Into that limbo of read-but-not- 
read-aloud letters, too, went pre¬ 
sumably a number of other com¬ 
munications protesting the salary 
adjustments during the past fen 
weeks. How many, nobody except 
the supervisors know. 

“Of course," said a supervisor, 
"we’re going to take all these 
cases up at once; and readjust¬ 
ments will be made if it seems 
right." 

That will be in five months or 
so, when the board goes to work 
on constables and justice courts. 


Simplify the ballot, elect fewer 
officials, then hold them person¬ 
ally responsible for the efficiency 
of governmental administration. 

That’s the only way to bring the 
policy-forming function of democ- 
rocy back to the people, in the 
opinion of Dr. W. Vallentine Hen¬ 
ley, director of coordination and 
former dean of the school of gov¬ 
ernment of the University of 
Southern California. 

FATE OF DEMOCRACY 

Declaring that an efficient gov¬ 
ernment must be manned by the 
finest technical brains in the 
country, Dr. Henley addressed the 
Santa Ana Kiwanis club at its 
weekly luncheon in Masonic 
temple yesterday in an inspira¬ 
tional talk followed by several 
minutes of applause. 

He analyzed the fate of a pres¬ 
ent-day democracy as depending 
on four situations: 

First, he declared, civilization 
has shifted into a technical society 
whose government must be man¬ 
ned by highly trained technicians 
to do collectively the things people 
can no longer can do individually. 

POLICY FORMING 

Second, the public should as¬ 
sert its power of policy forming, 
but should keep politics out of ad¬ 
ministration. 

"Once we voice our opinion and 
set it into laws, the enforcement 
of those laws should be turned 
over to administrative technicians 
who can operate entirely free from 
political chicanery,” Dr. Henley 
asserted. “Government today can’t 
respect persons who think they 
may be privileged. When our big 
shots have a traffic tickets or 
tax bills, they’d have to pay them 
in an efficient government — and 
the price of efficiency may be 
more than they’re willing to pay.” 

SIMPLIFY PROBLEMS 

Third, people’s confidence in 
their own policy-forming ability 
must be restored by simplifying 
the decisions they are asked to 
make, the educator declared. 

“People now are asked to vote 
on propositionss that are clearly 
up to their legislators,” Dr. Hen¬ 
ley said. "When ballots are sim¬ 
plified and fewer officials elected, 
the public can keep its policy¬ 
forming function from the influ¬ 
ence of propaganda and hold a 
relatively few elective officials re¬ 
sponsible for its government. 

RESTORE RESPECT 

Finally, the success of democ¬ 
racy, according to the U. S. C. 
dean, depends on restoration of 
the public's respect for the politi¬ 
cal institutions of a democracy. 

"We aren’t facing a choice of 
either Fascism or Communism, but 
rather we’re facing a choice of 
neither Fascism nor Communism, 
he concluded. "The middle of the 
road upon which democracy trav¬ 
els must be so constructed as to 
meet changing conditions, and if 
it doesn’t do that, we may be 
forced to choose which side road 
we will take." 

Dr. Henley was introduced by 
Art Corey, assistant county super¬ 
intendent of schools who served 
as chairman of the day. President 
R. B. Newcom conducted the 
meeting.

She was 
one of seven principal heirs to the 
$40,000,000 estate of her father, 
the late Norman B. Ream of Chi¬ 
cago. Vonsiatsky married her the 
next year in New York. 
REVENGE IN ACTION 

Soon after the wedding they 
settled here in Carolyn Hall, the 
large estate of Mrs. Vonsiatsky’s 
mother. Thus, this peaceful Con¬ 
necticut countryside has become 
headquarters of his international 
scheming. 

Vonsiatsky was a student In a 
Russian military school when the 
counter-revolution broke out. He 
rushed into the ranks of the White 
Russians. When they were de¬ 
feated he fled to Constantinople, 
got to Marseilles by working as a 
stoker on a steamship. Then fol¬ 
lowed Paris and America. 

By 1933, Vonsiatsky’s desire for 
revenge on the Reds was put into 
action. He founded a Russian

fascist movement. About the same 
time another White Russian, M. K. 
V. Rodvaievski was doing the 
same thing across the world in 
Harbin, Manchuokuo. 

In 1934, at a tumultuous meet¬ 
ing in Harbin, the groups consoli¬ 
dated as the National Russian 
Revolutionary Fascist party and 
picked Vonsiatsky as Vojd. 

A DIFFERENT SWASTIKA 

The party emblem is the 
swatiska. The Vojd wears it on his 
arm. But he indignantly denies 
any link with the Hitler brand of 
Fascism. The color schemes of the 
two emblems are different, he 
points out. He asserts his party 
has no anti-Semetic policy. 

From his Connecticut strong¬ 
hold—it has a gun room and is 
guarded by vicious police dogs— 
Vonsiatsky directs followers 
throughout the world. Harbin is a 
busy center of party acMvity. A 
department of ideology has been 
set up in Iran. 

Sometimes Vonsiatsky picks 
odd ways to spread his doctrines. 
Recently he caught a dozen mud 


turtles and painted his Russian 
swatiska on their shells. Then he 
turned them loose to carry the 
emblem through the peaceful 
woods. 


Of course, Life has an unusual 
problem. Its demand is so far 
ahead of current supply that it 
probably could sell twice as many 
as its presses grind out.

PALO ALTO. (A 5 !—The man who 
tells you how smart you are—or 
how stupid—is out with a new 
intelligence test, double-barreled 
in structure and backed by 27 
years’ research. 

You may walk into this test 
considering yourself a “superior 
adult” but if the test says you’re 
mentally a 12-year-old, you may 
as well go fly your kite and not 
argue. The new test is the McCoy. 

It was in 1910 that Lewis Madi¬ 
son Terman, a former country 
school teacher, joined the faculty 
of Leland Stanford university and 
seriously set to work measuring 
human intelligence. His first 
scales were published In 1916, 
gained instant acceptance and ca¬ 
tapulted Professor Terman into 
the big job of testing American 
recruits in the World war. 
MANUAL TESTS FIRST 

Today, at 60, he has the satis¬ 
faction of seeing roughly half the 
school children in the country 
tested for mental capacity as a 
routine matter and of seeing his 
system used throughout the Eng¬ 
lish-speaking world. 

His queries also are the arche¬ 
type of the “brain teasers” and 
question-and-answer features now 
so prominent In newspapers and 
magazines. 

Terman’s test included means 
of determine your vocabulary, 
your memory for digits and simply 
drawn designs, your comprehen¬ 
sion of abstract terms, recognition 
of absurdities in spoken state¬ 
ments, and so on. 

For younger children the tests 
are largely manual. 2-year-old, 
for instance, should be able to re¬ 
place wooden discs shaped as a 
circle, a square and a triangle in 
the correct holes in a board. 

HOW TO FIGURE I. Q. 

The scales give one a “mental 
age” of anywhere from two to 
16 years. That is because native 
intelligence doesn't develop be¬ 
yond 16. 

“There is a gain in information 
and in special abilities, of course," 
Dr. Terman explains, "but rarely 
in intelligence as tested by these 
scales.”

DEVELOP NEW 
THRESHER 
FOR BEANS 


DAVIS.—The bean thrasher, 
developed in the agricultural engi¬ 
neering division of the College of 
Agriculture, on the Davis campus 
of the University of California, has 
proved its merit in the coast areas 
under more difficult conditions 
and with varieties harder to 
thresh than were encountered in 
the first tests of last year. 

Roy Bainer, assistant professor 
of agricultural engineering, and J. 
S. Winters, associate in agricul¬ 
tural engineering, have finished 
tests in Orange, Ventura and Los 
Angeles county with excellent 
results. 

ROLLS OUT BEANS 

The thresher, which merely rolls 
out the beans between rubber cov¬ 
ered rolls, takes but about a fourth 
of the power the old type cylinder 
machines required, and can pick 
up the beans from the windrow. 
With large limas and the so-called 
potato beans of the coast district, 
no difficulty was experienced, 
more than 98 per cent of the beans 
being recovered. 

Germination tests made on two 
varieties, Burpee and Fordhook, 
showed 98 and 97 per cent germin¬ 
ation, far in excess of that of 
beans threshed by other machines. 
PRINCIPLE PROVED 

Bainer and Winters believe, 
however, that another set of rolls 
may be necessary for the best re¬ 
sults in the humid coast districts. 

“The principle has proved it¬ 
self,” says Professor Bainer. “We 
may have to make adaptations for 
different localities, and a differ¬ 
ential in speed helps the rolls to 
take out the beans. It is our hope 
that some of the thresher manu¬ 
facturers may adopt this new 
type and put it into production by 
the next bean harvest.”

BERLIN, <A>> — The death of 
Horst Krutschinna, who killed 
Roland Strunk, reporter on Chan¬ 
cellor Hitler’s newspaper, was dis¬ 
closed today. 

Party informants said Krut¬ 
schinna committed suicide, rather 
than face trial before the honor 
court of the black-shirted Nazi 
guard in which Strunk was a lead¬ 
er. Krutschinna was a sub-leader 
of the Hitler youth movement. 

The duel was termed an affair 
of honor but its exact nature was 
not disclosed. Pistols were used, 
although the sabre is the cus¬ 
tomary duelling weapon in Ger¬ 
many.

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The Anti-Smudge Ordinance 

Smudge is disagreeable and dirty, but most people 
in the orange belt put up with it without complaint be¬ 
cause they want to be good sports and make things as 
easy on the fruit growers as possible. 

It is reasonable that they should do all they can to 
help keep down expenses of the orange industry on the 
theory that the more profit a grower makes, the more the 
entire community benefits. 

Modem science reveals two things, however, that, in 
our opinion, change the picture: 

1. The change from old-fashioned to modern 
smudge pots need not involve prohibitive expense, 
only 25 to 50 cents a pot. 

2. Smudge cuts off the much needed sunlight 
so necessary in winter and facilitates the spread of 
throat and lung diseases. 

Last year during the cold weather when the smudge 
clouds were densest the county was visited by one of the 
worst epidemics of colds and flu in years. 

Many doctors declared without hesitation that the 
smoke was to blame for much of the severity and length 
of the siege. 

It was common knowledge in hospitals that patients 
suffering from pneumonia and kindred trouble were badly, 
and sometimes even fatally, affected by carbon impurities 
in the air. 

So smudge began to be known not only as a filthy 
inconvenience which soiled linens in homes and merchan¬ 
dise in stores, but also as an ally of the dreaded winter 
scourges which take so high a toll of life each year. 

In order to combat the health menace, as well as to 
eliminate as much as possible of the nuisance caused by 
smudging, three neighboring counties—Los Angeles, Riv¬ 
erside and San Bernardino—have adopted this year ordi¬ 
nances regulating the amount of carbon allowable for or¬ 
chard heaters. 

• In this way heaters which throw off an excessive 
amount of smoke are eliminated, and growers are required 
to use modern type pots that do not fill the atmosphere 
with greasy, perilous, black clouds. 

So the issue really becomes: 

Should a man be allowed to poison the air his 
neighbors breathe and force them to run up doctor 
and cleaning bills merely to save himself the cost of 
changing from an antiquated to a modern orchard 

heating device? „, , . 

An ordinance to regulate the type of heaters used in 
Orange county is now before the board of supervisors, 
having been placed there by A. J. Cruickshank, member 
of the Southern California anti-smoke committee formed 
in 1932. 

When the time comes for action, and let’s hope it is 
soon, the supervisors will do well to bear in mind that the 
health and pocketbooks of the vast population in this area 
are entitled to protection just as much as are those of the 
people living in Los Angeles, Riverside and San Bernar¬ 
dino counties.

‘New Faces and New Blood’ 

Since Herbert Hoover’s Boston broadcasts of Tuesday 
night we find ourselves in closer agreement with the sage 
of Palo Alto than for a long while back. He told the G. 
O. P. to develop “new faces and new blood” and to formu¬ 
late an affirmative program “responsive to the needs and 
crises of the people.” 

He demonstrated sincerity in the “new faces” demand 
by making clear that he is a candidate for no office. Now 
he will be in position to insist that some of the other old 
faces which the American voters have learned to distrust 
step out of party leadership. 

Principles and program are what the situation re¬ 
quires, he told his listeners; “being against and joyriding 
on mistakes” simply isn’t enough. 

The sincerity, undaunted courage, idealism and viril¬ 
ity of youth are the need of the party and the need of 
the nation. 

“The party must have a fighting cause; it must have 
an affirmative program; it must present effective meth¬ 
ods; it must have a forward purpose; it must have ideal¬ 
ism,” he declared. 

Mr. Hoover very well might have added: “And it must 
be progressive in its attitude.” Indeed, he evidently had 
this thought in mind for he pointed out, “No civilization 
is static. It must move forward or die. Therefore no party 
can be static. It must move forward with the times.” 

And that perhaps is the gist of the party’s problem. 
Always there have been progressive minded and forward 
looking elements in the party; sometimes they have been 
in control. Today there is an organized and increasingly 
vocal progressive group of younger Republicans. Never¬ 
theless, there also is a well financed and powerful faction 
which ever looks longingly back to “the good old days,” 
the days of Harding and Coolidge. Mr. Hoover’s Boston 
speech would seem to align him against these forces of 
inertia and retrogression and with the forces wanting 
constructive action.

SAN FRANCISCO. ( JP )—The Sunland Rural Telephone com¬ 
pany and the Lancaster exchange of the Associated Telephone 
company reported to the state railroad commission today they 
will drop all extra charges for telephone handsets effective Nov. 1. 

Here in Santa Ana, phone users still pay 25 cents a 
month more for desk sets than for wall sets, and 10 cents 
a month for 12 months more for hand sets than desk sets.

Olympic 
Games Fail 
Into Bad Hands

i In 1936 the more or less decent 
nations of the world decided 
against their better judgment and 
instincts to send athletic teams to 
the Nazi Olympics in Berlin. They 
had not only excluded Jews from 
competition for places on their 
team—a violation of the Olympic 
conditions—but in their holding of 
the winter games at Garmisch, a 
preliminary to the main program, 
they had converted the occasion 
into a military and political dis¬ 
play, also contrary to the spirit of 
the games in flagrant violation 
of a special vow which nobody had 
believed, anyway. 

Moreover, in the very headquar¬ 
ters of the world press assembled 
to cover the sports they had dis¬ 
tributed a mimeographed memo¬ 
randum calling on those present 
to ‘‘make propaganda” for Doktor 
Henlein, the Nazis’ sedition mas¬ 
ter in Czechoslovakia, a neighbor 
country whose team was compet¬ 
ing in the sports. This act of 
political treachery under the ban¬ 
ner of the Olympics so incensed 
some of the guests from the free 
countries that the Nazis hastily 
tried to recall the memorandum, 
explaining that it had been meant 
only for Nazi correspondents. That 
only made it worse, if possible. It 
wasn’t the act itself which they 
regretted; it was being caught 

that hurt. 

* * • 

WENT FOR THE TRIP 

Knowing that the Nazis had 
neither honor nor the faintest ap¬ 
preciation of the spirit of the 

Olympics, the Americans and oth¬ 
ers who thought of withdrawing 
from the summer games decided 
to participate, nevertheless. Their 
motives were not noble. The offi¬ 
cials had set their hearts on the 
trip and the honors which would 
be paid them by the politico-mili¬ 
tary bosses of the Nazi regime, 
and the athletes, having won their 
positions on the team, cared less 
for principle than for the gratifi¬ 
cation of their own athletic am¬ 
bitions and a trip to Europe. 

Possibly there were some who 
thought that an example of 
civility would appeal to the Nazis’ 
better nature, if any, and shame 
them into an outward show of 
human manners. If so they were 
mistaken, for the show was dom¬ 
inated by politics and militarism, 
and the settlement built for an 
Olympic vilage was designed to 
serve afterward as an army res¬ 
ervation. 

True to form, the Nazis violated 
every pledge, conferred political 
honors on some of their winners 
and when the games were over an¬ 
nounced that for the Tokyo games 
of 1940 they were planning to cre¬ 
ate a class of state gladiators who 
would be subsidized by the party. 
They would be professional career 
men in sport, as officers are pro¬ 
fessionals and career men in the 
army and navy. 

• * • 

NEW NAZI EFFRONTERY 

In consideration of all such 
muckerism two American teams 
which toured Europe last summer 
avoided Germany, and this now 
has led to a protest which de¬ 
mands in effect that the Nazi 
standards be forced upon the civ¬ 
ilized tribes. The protest calls for 
an apology to the Nazis or ex¬ 
pulsion of the American Amateur 
Athletic union from the Interna¬ 
tional Amateur Athletic federa¬ 
tion. 

The Nazis, with their keen sense 
of their social inferiority in such 
matters, feel that the invitation 
them is the same as a command 
and that a declination is an insult 
to that which they quaintly re¬ 
gard as their honor. If the pro¬ 
test is upheld by the politico- 
sporting diplomats of the interna¬ 
tional federation it will mean that 
the Nazis are free to compel other 
nations to play with them and 
treat them as equals regardless of 
any outrages which they may 
commit against the accepted rules 
of sporting decency. 

Inasmuch as the Japanese are 
to be hosts to the next Olympics 
and considering the state of things 
in the orient, this is a good time 
to begin to think of withdrawing 
from the whole Olympic business. 
These games >'~ve now fallen into 
government 1 4 is in many self- 
conscious natic.is and are becom¬ 
ing political and military occasions 
in which sport is the goat. The 
dictators and professional killers 
make mischief enough themselves, 
and international sport in their 
hands will defeat the very ends 
for which the Olympics were re¬ 
vived.
